Contusions 
and Dislocations 
Strain s and sprains are often con­ 
fused. but a strain is not a sprain, 
since a sprain is much more serious 
than a 
strain. 
A 
strain 
is

stretching of a muscle, either in over­ 
exercising or from overdoing in work; 
particularly in lifting heavy articles, 
especially jerking up weights with 
tile back bent. 
As a rule rest will 
restore an over-straining of the sys­ 
tem; 
friction, with hands on p a n .

port of pillows on lower extremities, 
or of attn sling for upper extremities 
for a short time, w ill usually suffice.
